Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The objections to Claims 1 and 36 were discussed. Examiner .Jacob 
noted that the claim objection was in the Office Action to show applicant that the claim could still be broadly defined. 
However, it is also stated in the objection that the meets and bounds of the claimed subject matter are understood and 
therefore, the objection could possibly be withdrawn in the next office action. The rejection of Claims 1 1 and 23 under 
35 USC 112, second paragraph were discussed. It was discussed that the recitation of "selective Boolean operation" in 
the specification still does not specify a "non-regularized Boolean operation" as recited in the claim and that "selective 
Boolean operation" could be defined as any Boolean operation. It was suggested that Applicant recite arguments on 
the record that the "selective Boolean operation" defined in the specification is the "non-regularized Boolean operation" 
as defined in the claim.The rejections of Claims 21 , 30, 31, 47 and 48 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, were 
discussed, specifically in terms of the limitation of "wire body". It was noted that "wire body" is not set forth in the 
specification. Applicant suggested the possibility of amending the preamble of claim 12 to place the claim in the CAD 
art so that one of ordinary skill would interpret a "wire body" as it is known in the CAD art and to eliminate non- 
analogous art. The rejections of Claims 25, 32, 33, 49 and 50 was discussed in terms of the use of the word "valid". It 
was noted that the specification does not define bounds for the term "valid" and only recites boundaries for "non-valid" 
that are, themselves, indefinite, therefore, it cannot be determined from the specification was is "valid" or "invalid". The 
rejections of the claims under 35 USC 101 was discussed. It was noted that although the claims recite a "data 
representation", nothing is done with this "data representation" and therefore, it remained embodied in the computing 
environment. It was noted that the display of this data representation or the storage of this data representation for 
further use in some useful application may overcome the 101 rejections. The rejection of Claim 1 under 35 USC 103 
was briefly discussed, but it was determined that Applicant would put the arguments on the record for further 
consideration by Examiner Jacob . 
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
